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Advisory Action 

This office action is in response to the after- final request for reconsideration filed January 
31,2006. 

Response to Arguments 

Regarding the rejection of claim 7, Applicant argues that Parrish allegedly fails to 
disclose an exposed surface of the first metallic layer. When the bumps 220 and 230 are aligned 
and brought into contact with each other as described in column 6, lines 29-48 of Parrish, the 
first metallic layer has exposed surfaces on the sides of the layer. The limitation in claim 7 of, 
"for joining to the circuit card" is not given any patentable weight, as it is merely describing a 
use of the exposed surface and not a structural feature thereof A recitation of the intended use 
of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and 
the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. See In re 
Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963) and In re 
Schreiber (CA FC) 44 USPQ2d 1429, "Prior art patent disclosing conical spout for open-ended 
containers, which contains all structural limitations recited in application claims for 
conical dispensing top for popped popcorn, anticipates application claims even though it does not 
address use of disclosed structure to dispense popcorn, since recitation of new intended use for 
old product does not make claim to that old product patentable, and since applicant's contention 
that claimed structure will be used to dispense popcorn thus does not have patentable weight if 
structure is already known, regardless of whether it has ever been used in any way in connection 
with popcorn." Therefore, the rejection of claim 7 is maintained.
